At midnight Wednesday his attendant gave 
him some medicine to quiet his nerves.

Officers were sent out all over the 
North Side endeavoring to find some clew of 
the missing man but nothing was found, 
Lieut. Barcal and some officers went out in a 
row-boat yith grappling-irons and dragged 
the bottom of the lake at the foot of Maple 
street, but as far as I know without success.

Mr. Campbell is one of the pioneers of IIli- 
nois.

SKETCH OF MR. CAMPBELL’S CAREER, 


Complete Biography of the Missing Mill- 
ionaire—What Mr. Bradley Says. 

W. H. Bradley, Clerk of the United States 
District Court, who has known Mr. Campbell 
intimately for many years, said last evening: 

Mr. Campbell was born in King William County, 
Virginia, in 1816, and is now in his 75th zear. He 
became a resident of Galena, this State, in the 
fall of 1835, being then 19 years old. He was em- 
ployed in the store of Campbell & Morehouse, 
wholesale grocers at Galena. In July, 1837, 
Mr. Campbell was married at Sinsinawa 
Mound, Wis., to Miss Eliza H. Scott, daughter of 
Judge Andrew Scott, the first Federal Judge of 
Arkansas. Mrs, Campbell died in 1874, leaving 
eight children. . 

In 1839 Mr. Campbell bought an interest in the 
firm of Campbell & Morehouse, which was after- 
ward known as Campbell, Morehouse & Co. In 
1841 their business was closed out. After this Mr. 
Campbell engaged in the commission business with 

the firm name of 
Campbell & Truett, but soon afterward disposed 
of his interest and entered into a copartnership 
with Capt. Orrin Smith in the wholesale gro- 


cery line. 
This firm existed only a short time, however, 


when Mr. Campbell, in company with his brother- P 


in-law, J. Russell Jones, entered into a partner- 
ship in the same business. The partnership con- 
tinued but a few years, when Chicago became 80 
largely the trade center of Illinois that an estab- 
lishment such as that of Campbell & Jones was 
not a largely profitable venture at Galena. 
Mr. Campbell branched into a new field in 1850 


when the Mississippi River was the avenue of 
transportation for the Northwest. This venture

MURDER AT A THANKSGIVING BALL, 


A Jealous Husband Kills One Man and 
Seriously Wounds Another. 

Forr Wart, Ind., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
A thanksgiving dance at Van Wert, O., 
was brought to a sudden termination at 3 
o’clock this morning by a shooting affray 
which resulted in the killing of Hamilton 
Pruitt, an innocent bystander. and the 
serious wounding of Oliver Ramsey, who is 
the victim of William Stewart, a jealous 
husband. Some weeks ago Stewart’s wife 
left him and has since been residing with 
relativés. He has long suspected an intimacy 
between Ramsey and his wife and since their 
separation has repeatedly threatened venge- 
ance against him. Yesterday Stewart pur- 
chased a revolver and put in the entire even- 
ing getting drunk. Just as the dance was 
about to close he staggered up to the Opera- 
House door and saw Ramsey and Pruitt in 
conversation. Without a word of warning he 
fired at Ramsey but his aim was untrue and 


Pruitt received the charge intended for 


Ramsey. It entered the left breast, penetrat- 
ing the heart. He sank to the floor and was 
dead in five minutes. Ramsey received the 
second and third shots. Stewart was over- 
powered, disarmed, and taken to jail. Ramsey 
is in a critical condition tonight, .

$1,000,000, leaving a valuation of $3,000,000 for 
the good will and plant of the newspaper with 
its evening edition. 

The new proprietors expect to assume pos- 
session Jan. 1, 1891. It us currently reported 
that anew staff of editors will control the 
paper after the new owners take possession. 
At present the editorial policy is mapped out 
by what is known as the Executive Board. 
This consists of John A. Cockerill, managing 
editor; Ballard Smith, assistant managing 
editor; E. P. Goddard, city editor; and James 
Graham, night editor. 

The paper, far as can be learned, will 
continue Democratic in politics. It is expect- 
ed, however, that the conservative course 
which controls the news and editorial columns 
of the. Public Ledger will be maintained in 
the World under its new owners. 

Ill-health and inability to attend to the 
business of the paper alone induced Mr. 
Pulitzer to dispose of this magnificent news- 
paper property. He went to Europe two years 
ago to be treated for an affection of the eyes, 
but without avail. He returned some two 
months ago and almost the first thing he did 
was to announce publicly his retirement from 
active participation in the management of the 
World. He had hoped that the affliction to 
his eyes would be only temporary, but his 
physicians have advised him that the only 
chance for recovery was complete rest and ab- 
solute abandonment of all business: Even 


under the new arrangement of the Executive. 


Board Mr. Pulitzer was burdened with the 
cares of the paper. His only hope, therefore, 
was to cut loose from the property entirely 
and he sold it outright. 

The history of the World has been the 
marvel of the journalistic world. When Mr. 
Pulitzer purchased it in 1888 it had an aver- 
age circulation of 20,000 and was costing $7,000 


more per week to conduct it than it brought 


in. In one year, under the new proprietor, 
the circulation was sent away beyond 100,000 
and the revenues exceeded the expenses by 
nearly $100,000. Since that time it has steadi- 
ly progressed. Its circulation now is enormous 
and its receipts almost fabulous, 

The World, under the management of W. 
Henry Hurlburt and editorship of Manton 
Marble, was a scholarly and ably edited paper. 
It was not popular. it was too much on the 
order of a magazine and did not devote itself 
to the legitimate line of news gathering. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s Original Methods. 

When Mr. Pulitzer assumed possession May 
10, 1883, he immediately inaugurated a revo- 
lution. The paper became essentially a news- 
paper. He sought out original fields, and 
once having entered them made them es 
pecially his own. 

In this lay the secret of his success. Aban- 
donment of time-worn paths and bold strokes 
of enterprise hitherto undreamed of amazed 
his“icllowawrorkers. in journalistic 


won the admiration of the people. It was 


sought by the people, who liked the new meth- 
ods, which were fearless and in some instances 
dangerous. 


Nothing better illustrates the success of the 
paper under Mr. Pulitzer’s management than 
the figures of its growth. The stetistics are 
taken from the columns of the paper itself. 
Whatever suspicion there may be as 
to : accuracy, no one can con- 
test fact that the paper has been a 
marvelous ‘success, that Mr. Pulitzer, 
who came here but comfortably fixed finan- 
cially, is now a multi-millionaire, and that a 
property which but seven years ago sold for 
$300,000 today commands $4,000,000, and if 
put in the open market at competition would 
unquestionably bring $1,000,000 more. And 
on this figure a net income of 10 per cent is 
assured. 

The circulation of the World Sunday, May 
20, 1883, was 16,750. Less than five years later, 
Sunday, March 11, 1888, the circulation 
claimed by the World was 286,130, and it was 
unquestionably much over 200,000. The in- 
crease was nearly 1,500 percent. The issue of 
May 20, 1883, contained 13, columns of _ad- 
vertising, while March 11, 1888, there were 175 
columns of advertising and 5,697 separate ad- 
vertisements were printed. 

A Fortune Spent in Presses. 


When Mr. Pulitzer took hold of the paper 
there were but two presses in the building. 
They had a capacity of 20,000 copies per hour 
and the entire edition was run off in forty-five 
minutes. 

The immense and rapid growth in circula- 
tion called constantly for new presses of the 
most rapid make. Hoe & Co. were startled at 
the frequency of the orders for new perfecting 
presses. Their works were for years kept 
busy supplying the demands of the World. 

In their new building today there are twenty- 
four perfecting presses capable of furning out 
over 200,000 papers per hour. The average 
value per press is $15,000, so that item alone 
has eaten up a big fortune. Notwi i 
the fabulous sums paid for the plant the paper 
has made money faster than any other paper 
in New York. 

It was always the policy of Mr. Pulitzer to 
get the best talent and pay the highest sum 
for it. John A. Cockerill, the managing ed- 
itor, receives an annual salary of $14,000, 
Julius Chambers, 8 of the Sun- 
day edition, gets $12,000. Chamberlain. 
whe was induced to leant the Sun, where he 
got $100 a week, was made city editor at asal- 
ary of $150 per week. The present city ed- 
itor, Goddard, is paid, so it is said, $125 per 
week. 

The business manager, George W. Turner, 
draws $10,000 per year, and it is said three 
other employés receive $10,000 per year each.

COL. WILLIAMS GOES TO WASHINGTON.

He Will Be Senior Assistant to the 


tant-General. 

WasHINGToN, D. C., Nov. 28.— [Special. — 
An important bit of army news developed to- 
day was the promulgation of an order by the 
Secretary of War directing Col. Robert Will- 
lams, now Adjutant-General with Gen. Miles, 
to report for duty as Senior Assistant to Ad- 
jutant-General Kelton, who resumed charge of 
the office today, after an absence of eight 
months on account of illness. This change is 
significant in that it replaces Gen. McKeever, 
who has been looked upon as a sure successor 
to Gen. Kelton in the event of the latter’s re- 
tirement. Gen. McKeever has not yet been 
detached from duty at the War Department; 
but as it is unusual for the two senior Colonels 
of the department to be on duty in the Adju- 
tant-General’s office it is taken for granted 
that he will soon be ordered to one of the di- 
vision headquarters. It is thought not un- 
likely that he will relieve Gen. Ruggles in 
New York, the latter going to Chicago to take 
Col. Williams' place with Gen. Miles. This 
assignment would doubtless be agreeable to 
the latter, as he and Gen. Ruggles only recent- 
ly completed a most harmonious tour together 
on the Pacific coast. 

Although Col. Williams’ physical condition 
was thought some time ago to be against his 
chances for the Adjutan the fact 
that he has been ordered to Washington makes 
him a most dangerous rival to Gen. McKeever 
when the time comes for Gen. Keltoa to retire.

8 THE PEOPLE ARE NOT FOOLS. 

Senator Hoar has written a pastoral letter 
to the Republicans of Massachusetts telling 
them of the result of the recent elections, ex- 
plaining the causes of defeat, and exhorting 
them not to be discouraged. After praising 
the Tariff bill, which he says was framed 
“with anxious, careful, and conscientious 
study, he says the three weeks’ discussion 
of this great statute was insufficient to convey 
to the American people an adequate under- 
standing of its beneficent provisions.” 

Maj. McKinley says: 

The bill was lets than four weeks old when the 
elections occurred. Misrepresentation ruled the 
hour.. The bill itself was not well understood by 
the people. This could not have been otherwise. 
Its contrasts with the existing law therefore were 
not seen or by the great body of the peo- 
ple. I am told since I came here that less than 
30,000 copies of the new Tariff bill, as contrasted 
with the old law, were put in circulation, and 
while the newspapers published the law itself 
they did not, so far as I am aware, publish it in 
comparison with the old law. 

Other prohibitory tariffites of equal promi- 
nence have made similar statements—that the 
people did not understand the bill, and that 
one great reason why they did not was be- 
cause there were but a few short weeks fur ite 
discussion and explanation the time from the 
day when Congress adjourned and the Re- 
publican members took the stump to tell their 
constituents what the bill would do for them 
till the 4th of November. 

It is easy to form from such remarks as 
these an idea of the estimate which these Con- 
gressmen put on the intelligence of the 
people, and especially upon the intel- 
ligence of Republicans and the atten- 
tion which they pay to public affairs. 
Senator Hoar, Maj. McKinley, and the others 
take it for granted that when Congreas is in 
session their constituents go on with their 
farming, manufacturing, railroading, and 
other pursuits, so little concerned in what is 
being done at Washington or so unable to 
understand the proceedings of the great states- 
men gathered there that all they know is that 
bills have been passed on such subjects as the 
tariff, silver, etc. Then when Congress has 
adjourned, and the Congressman has returned 
home, his constituents ‘ are expected to gather 
around him like little children, while he ex- 
plains to them the points and bearings of 
legislation of which it would be impossible 
for them otherwise to have a correct under- 
standing. If, asin the present case, there are 
but a few weeks for the instruction of the peo- 
ple, the Congressman maybe unable to get 
around through his district, and the unin- 
formed masses may vote wrong. These gen- 
tlemen of the bulging brows and massive in- 
tellects never seem to consider what is to 
become of their unhappy country when they are 
gone. 

The low estimate of popular intelligence 
not justified by the facts. Much as it may 
shock the members of the House to hear it, 
there is not a Congressional district in the 
country which sends its ablest citizen to Wash- 
ington. There is not a solitary district where 
there are not merchants, manufacturers, 
scholars, students who are better fittcd to pass 
oa all the affairs of human life, tariff bills in- 
cluded, than the sitting member. And neither 
they nor their fellow-citizehs await the return 
of the Congressman from the scene of his 
labors to learn what he has been doing or to 
make up their minds whether he has acted 
wisely. Constituents read papers and think 
for themselves, though Senator Hoar does not 
seem to know it. 

The Committee on Ways and Means began 
the consideration of its proposed Tariff bill in 
January. / Its determination to raise duties on 
certain articles was soon known and was com- 
mented on everywhere. The bill itself was 
reported to the House in April. Not u paper 
in the country but mentioned its chief 
features and expressed its approval or disap- 
proval of them. The measure was discussed 
at length in the Senate. It was before the 
people for nearly eleven’ months preceding 
' election-day. 

There was nothing which was as much talked 
over by the merchant, the manufacturer, the 
farmer—by men and women of all classes.

Such gentlemen are well worthy the wel- 
come which will be extended to them by their 
countrymen in Chicago and by the tens of 
thousands of other citizens who sympathize 
with their cause—always in its principles dear 
to American hearts—embodying as it does the 
great ideas of home rule and self-govesnment. 
These gentlemen do not indeed come here so 
much to advocate home rule as to plead for 
its support. Advocacy is not needed. All 
America has already declared in favor of Irish 
home rule and of the great Englishman who 
in the evening of his life has undertaken to 
carry it to success. But support is needed, 
and will be forthcoming. Chicago has always 
been generous to Ireland. It will not be lack- 
ing in generosity now. It extends through 
its representative Council, through a unani- 
mous daily press, a hearty welcome to, the 
Irish envoys, and it will send them away 
cheered by the consciousness that in this great 
city they have warm, hearty, energetic, and 
practical friends numbermg tens of thousands 
on whose sympathy and substantial aid they 
can rely so long as the home-rule movement 
is conducted on the high plane on which it has 
moved under the watchful guardianship of 
Mr. Dillon, Mr. O’Brien, and the true men 
associated with them here and across the 
water. 


MRS. PARTINGTON’S DEMISE. 

To all lovers of kindly humor, but particu- 
larly to those of the last generation, the news 
of the death of B. P. Shillaber will come with 
something of the regret for a personal loss. 
Almost his entire life was identified with 
journalism. The keen, bright-witted New 
Hampshire boy in 1830, ther in his sixteenth 
year, worked at the case and became a prac- 
tical printer. In 1847, like so many other 
Yankee boys, he found hiinself in Boston, 
when he became a reporter for the Post. He 
was connected with it for four years, and it 
was during this time that he invented the 
character of Mrs. Partington and her boy Ike. 
Humorists were not as plentiful then as they 
are now, and genuine humor was a rare thing 
in hewspaper columns. At that time indeed 
George Prentice had the field well nigh to 
himself, but he soon found he had a rival. In- 
deed he found him literally, for it is related 
by the Springfield (Mass.) Republican that 
Prentice one day accosted a stranger on the 
street in Boston and said: I want to go to 
the office of the Post,“ to which the stranger 
replied: ‘* Well, you can do so, if you won't 
stay too long.“ Prentice said at once, You 
are Shillaber,” and then the pair adjourned 
to the nearest tavern. Mrs. Parting- 
ton set the whole ccuntry § langhing, 
and not less der mischievous boy Ike, 
and made a National reputation for Shillaber. 
From 1851 to 1853 he edited “The Carpet- 
bag, but it did not succeed. For ten years 
he was editor of the Boston Saturday Evening 
Gazette. In 1870 he retired from active jour- 
nalism, comparatively poor, and so crippled 
with rheumatism that he was obliged to use 
crutches. For several years past he had been 
unable to stand or walk, and had been the 
cheerful, uncomplaining occupant of a wheel- 
chair. In his own quaint phrase, he had been 
„wearing his life out to keep his life in, but 
although a great sufferer he worked steadily 
and preserved allhisold kindliness, brightness, 
and cheerfulness to the end. Mrs. Partington 
was a genuine creation. The good old dame’s 
inaccuracies of speech suggest Mrs. Malaprop, 
but her simplicity, her kindness of thought 
and speech, and her sunshiny disposition were 
qualities Mrs. Malaprop did not possess. And 
this was the delightful feature of Shillaber’s 
humor. It made the world laugh, but at no 
one’s expense. No satire lurked in it, no 
one was harmed by it. To this extent the 
world was much happier because he lived in 


it. He loved his kind, lived simply, honestly, 


and honorably, bore his burdens uncomplain- 
ingly, and died like a gentleman. Few ac- 
complish more than this. gs 


THE FUTURE OF LUXEMBURG AND HO 
LAND 


The death of the King of Holland and the 
consequent separation of the Duchy of Luxem- 
burg from the crown have given rise already 


to curious speculation as to the future both 


of the Kingdom and of the Duchy. As to the 
latter, under the Salic law the young Prin- 
cess and future Queen of Holland is barred 
from the succession. The Duke of Nassau 
already has availed himself of his rights, pro- 
claimed himself Grand Duke, and the little 
duchy, with its quarter of a million of people, 
is no longer an appendage to the crown of the 
Netherlands. Its future is not uncertain. It 
has always been a German province in senti- 
ment. From 1815 to 1866 it was a part of the 
dissolved Germanic Confederation. Since 
then, under the treaty of London, it has been 
neutral territory and nominally attached to 
Holland, whose King was Grand. Duke and 
nominated its Goveanment. For commercial 
purposes it is in the German zollverein. Now 
that all ties with Holland are cut loose Ger- 
man influences naturally must prevail and its 
absorption into the German Empire is only a 
matter of brief time. 

That is the fate of Luxemburg. How soon 
will Holland share the same fate? With the 
death of the Princess Wilhelmina the last of

LARGE RAILROAD 

That the recent hesvy decline in railroad 
stocks had some other reason than a reported 
falling off in the volume of or in the 
returns therefrom is evident from a compari-

These aggregates indicate a gain of more 
than 6 per cent for the present year over its 
immediate predecessor, which showed the 
phenomenal increase of 15 per cent. But 
the record for 1889 was an excep 
tional one, due to big Grops and gen- 
eral business prosperity, To have ex- 
ceeded that by 6 per cent was in itself a suf- 
ficient cause for congratulation of stockhold- 
ers and the management, especially in view 
of the extensive rate-cutting which seriously 
diminished the net revenues of many impor- 
tant lines. 

It is true that a part af the business of car- 
rying the big crops of 1889 was projected into 
the account of 1890, the traffic last winter being 
up to the full capacity of the railroads, with 
a pressure for cars which some of them were 
unable to supply. Also the smaller crop 
yield of the present year threatens a reduced 
amount of transportation service for the next 
few months, which must mean diminished 
earnings unless the Jay Gould policy of a 
slight advance in rates be the prevailing 
one. Undoubtedly the anticipation of smaller 
receipts eaused & greater willingness to part 
with stocks and made the recent decline all 
the heavier. But, as previously stated in Tun 
Tano, the one great motive force that pressed 
them out and down was the imperative neces- 
sity for-realizing by English holders, aided to 
some extent by the tacties of men on this side 
of the Atlantic who had sold short ahd wanted 
to cover at 4 big profit... The break due to the 
unloading process exhausted the margins on 
large lots that were being carried here for 
speculative purchasers, and a tight money 
market did the rest. That it was not so much 
a question of future earnings as of inability to 
hold on longer is evident from the alacrity 
with which new buyers come in now that the 
flurry is over, investing their money in the 
properties in calm disregard alike of reduced 
crop yield and prophecies of evil by would-be 
panic-mongers.

The New Village of West Ridge Decides to 
Incorporate. 

The territory north of the Church road,” 
the northern boundary of the city, west of 
Ridge avenue, east of. the old State ditch, and 
south of Rogers Park, and lying between 
the latter village and the city, was made an 
incorporated village yesterday by a vote of 
the people.

“Word Studies in the New Testament.” 
Dr. Marvin R. Vincent of Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, has now published the 
third volume of his large octavos on “ Word 
Studies in the New Testament.“ The first 
volume was occupied with studies in the first 
three Gospels, the Acts, and the Epistles of 
Peter. James, and Jude; and the second with 
studies in the writings of John, including his 
G Epistles, and the Revelation. The 
ent volume pertains to the Epistles of Paul. 
This volume, like the others, is des 
primarily to aid English readers by criticisms 
on the chief words in the original Greek. We 
still think the whole work is more valuable as 
a concise commentary for the help of Greek 
scholars who have little time to pursue such 
studies. This volume on the writings of Paul 
abounds in helpful in rega 
difficult We cannot agree with all 
of the author's positions as to the 
Apostle’s meanmg in doubtful texts, 
but as a whole we deem the criticisms 
and views presented as age and 
entitled to careful consideration. re- 
marks on the word “foreknow”’ as found in 
the writings of Paul and other New Testament 
authors are worthy of attention; also his com- 
ments on Romans ix. should be seriously * 
dered. Dr. Vincent thinks that the Apostle in 
Rom. vi., 4, and Col. ii., 12, probably alludes 
to the primitive mode of baptism by immer- 
sion. On some points we deem his criticism 
ill-guarded, but not 80 as to cast discredit on 
the general value of the work. The judicious 
introduction and the English and Greek in- 
dexes are important features of these volumes. 

Dr. Vincent does not, as we find, promise 
anything on the Epistle to the Hebrews, for- 
merly ascribed to Paul, but now generally 
held to have been written iy Monge other au- 
thor contemporaneous with post les.

It is a college for women, 
and its degrees are given by Columbia Col- 
lege. According to prospectus since the 
year 1885 Colambia has granted the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts to women who have pursued 
for four years a course of study fully equiva- 
lent to that for which the same degree is con- 
ferred in the School of Arts. 

There are class-roomgon each of the four 
floors of the college building, and ten of the 
professors were delivering lectures the other 
day.

well conducted; indeed, the fact that all of 
the professors are taken from the rolls of 
Columbia College is a sufficient attestation of 
the truth of this statement. 

The ladies who established Barnard Coll 
had in view the raising of the standard of ed- 
ucation for women. One of the results of 
their efforts can be seen in 12 — 
schools for girls in this city. Sinee Barnard 
College was founded most of the better class 
schools in — ork maze undertaken a pre- 
pare their pu or college in a way was 
unknown e few years ago.

No student is admitted to the 
freshman class until she has completed her 
sixteenth year, and no one is admitted toa 
more advanced standing without a correspond- 
ing increase of age.

An Iowa Lady Who Thinks Miss Willard 
Just a Little Behind the Times. 

Victor, Ia., Nov. 26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—In Tus Tumune of Friday, Nov. 
21, Miss Frances Willard is quoted as 
saying the Methodist Church is the most 
progressive of all churches on the wom- 
an question because the voices of women 
have always been welcome in the circles of 
prayer, and from the fact that there are now 
but two positions in the church not open to 
women. They are not eligible to trusteeship, 
license to presch, and ordination; they are 
class-leaders, Sunday-school superintendents, 
stewards, and members of,lay conferences; 
if any other church can show such a record 1 
should like to know which one it is;’’ and she 
adds, surely none under the head of what 
we called evangelical churches can do this, un 
less it is, possibly, the Free Baptist.“ 

Such assertions as these prove how ve 
little even prominent members of one churc 
know of progi in other churches. Away 
out here, in lowa, the orthodox Congrega- 
tional church has for years not only permit- 
ted women to hold every office in the church 
which any man can hold, but 4 upon 
them trusteeships and the offices of Sunday- 
school superintendent and made them church 
treasurers, leaders of prayer-meetings, dele- 
gates to lay associations ral associa- 
tions, and deacons; they are licensed, or- 
dained, and have preached in this State and 
in other States. Where has Miss Willard 
lived that she is twenty years behind 
the times? re are about -seventy- 
five lady clerks in Congregational 
churches in the State of Iowa alone; 
and probably more Sunday-school superin- 
tendents who fill the offices acceptably in this 
State. Doubtless other Western States have 
as large a proportion in all the offices of the 
church. I know of several Congregational 
churches in Iowa which are officered entirely 
by women and are “in good and 
standing.“ In the Presbyterian churches, 
also, ladies hold the offices of trustee, dele- 
gates to presbyteries, church clerks, and 
treasurers. We wonder if our Method- 

sister, who seems to have been,
